Remain in Church Where They 
Vow to Suffer Until Priest

TSARITSYN, Government of Saratov, 
Russia, Feb. 14.—Fanatical scenes are

VACCINATION T0 
STOP TYPHOID IN 
NATIONAL GUARD 


Regular Army Members Ask 
That Protection Be Given to 
Civilian Soldiers. 


Ry Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—So striking 
have been the results already realized 
by the regular army through the adop- 
tion of anti-typhoid vaccination that 
through Gen. Weaver, in charge of the 
militia division, the general staff has 
addressed a circular to the organized 
military, apparently with the purpose of 
preparing guardsmefi for such vaccina- 
tion in the future. 

The circular is based upon a report by 
Lieut. George B. Foster of the Medical 
Corps, which contains startling figures 
illustrative of the. havoc wrought by 
typhoid in armies... It is shown that in 
the short Spanish-American: campaign, 
there occurred 20,738 cases of .typhoid 
among 107,973 men, with 1580 deaths. 

In the Franco-Prussian war, the Ger- 
mans had 73,396 cases, with 8789 deaths, 
and statistics of the Russo-Japanese war 
have never been published. 

About one-seventh of the regular army 
has been vaccinated, and it is pointed 
out that if it were required that all 
new recruits and r®enlisted men are 
vaccinated, the regular army would be 
immune to typhoid in three years. 

With no serious results following more 
than 31,000 inoculations in the army the 
procedure is regarded as absolutely 
safe.. The protective vaccine is prepared 
at the United States Army Medical 
School in _this city.

Collapse in Armour’ Building 
Causes Probably Fatal In- 


juries to Two Men. 

Eight men were injured, two perhaps 
fatally, when @ section of the sixth floor 
of the Armour packing plant in Nation- 
al City, just north of East St. Louis, 
collapsed at 11:30 a. m.

Zachritz Case Similar. 

When former Judge William Zachritz 
was Circuit Attorney, some years ago, 
he attempted to enter a nolle prosequi 
in a criminal case, and was halted by 
the late Judge Henry L. Edmunds un- 
til the court could consider the matter 
further. Former Goy. Charles P. John- 
son, who had formerly been Circuit At- 
torney, then acted as pmicus curiae and 
recommenjed dismissal, whereupon the 
nolle quosequi order was entered by the 
judge. 

Zachritz made the point that the nolle 
prosequi order could be refused by the 
Judge only if he believed the Circuit 
Attorney] was acting from improper mo- 
tives or\a corrupt agreement. Judge 
Edmunds stated in open court. that 
Zachritz had been honest and upright in 
his dealings with the court. He never- 
theless took the matter under advise- 
ment, and did not enter the wnolle 
prosequi until the next morning. 

That the repayment of money em- 
bezzled does not relieve the case of its 
criminal nature, has been decided spe- 
cifically by the Supreme Court, accord- 
ing to former Gov. Johnson. This, he 
says, is decided in 1889 in the. case of 
the State of Missouri vs. Pratt in 98 
Missouri reports.

“Embezzlement is a crime against the 
State.

He may 
be compelled to come into court and 
testify, regardless of the repayment of 
the money. Restitution does not relieve 
the case of its criminal nature.

Former Republican Boss 
Prominent in Series of 
Court Incidents. 


Jeptha D. Howe, until recently boss 
of the St. Louis Republican organiza- 
tion, has figured conspicuously in civil 
and criminal cases which have come 
under the official jurisdiction of his 
brother-in-law, Circuit Attorney See- 
bert G. Jones. . 

The most conspicuous public transac- 
tion involving Howe and Jones was in 
the case of the West End Light and 
Power: Co., against which the Circuit 
Attorney filed ouster proceedings June 
17 last. In the course of the testimony 
incident. to that suit, it was revealed 
that the West End company was being 
prosecuted by its rival, the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co., and that 
Howe was employed as associate coun- 
sel for the Union company, and re- 
ceived a fee of $1000. 

The testimony showed that Jones filed 
the suit at the instance of Lon O. Hock- 
er, representing the Union Electric, and 
his: brother-in-law. Hocker told on the 
witness stand subsequently that in ad- 
dition to the $1000 fee paid, Howe was 
promised an additional $1250 for his 
services. It developed that Hocker had 
called on the Board of P*iblic Improve- 
ments and Mayor Kreismann, and had 
tried to get them to participate in the 
suit. On their refusal to do so, Hocker 
emploved Howe. 

Judge Grimm ruled in favor of the 
West End Light Co. holding that its 
franchise was valid and that the ouster 
ot ataresgt were not justified.

Allen P, Richardson, suspended su- 
perintendent of the Industrial School, 
charged with embezzling $1800 through 
padded payrolls, went to the school 
Tuesday and borrowea a nurse for Mrs. 
Richardson. The nurse is on the city’s 
payroll as a housekeeper at the school. 

Richardson, who is cited to appear 
before Mayor Kreismann next Friday 
and meet the charges against him, 
said Tuesday that he belieVes every- 
thing will come out aff right. 


King was discharged from that position 


and from the city’s service Tuesday by 
Robert Burkham, secretary to Mayor 
Kreismann. ’ 

After dismissing King, Burkham said 
that he had been authorized to do so 
at Monday’s meeting of:the Board of 
Directors of the schoo] in the Mayor’s 


1office. King was appointed by Richard- 


son and it was not necessary to file for- 
mal @harges to remove him. 

‘“‘My attorneys have ordered me not to 
talk,” was Richardson’s reply to ques- 
tions put to him by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter as to each of the specific charges 
contained in the Mayor’s citation. 

Richardson showed no signs of worry 
when he left his home, 4038 Virginia 
avenue, at 8:30 a. m. and went across 
the street to the Industrial School. At 
the outer gate sat Special Policeman 
Meyers, who rose and advanced as 
Richardson approached. 

~ Enters Former Office, 

“TIT want to see Burkham if he’s in,’’ 
szaid Richardson, smiling affably. 

He was told that Burkham, the May- 
or’s secretary, had not arrived, but that 
Sergt. Maloney was in the office. 

Permitted to enter the office where 
he formerly was in charge, Richardson, 
after a friendly greeting from Ma- 
loney, said: 

‘Sergeant, Mrs. Richardson is ill this 
morning. There is a housekeeper here 
named Mrs. Smith, who often used to 
wait on Mrs, Richardson. I would like 
to ask if you will let her go over. to th¢ 
house when she is through her morn- 
ing’s work here,”’ 

“That'll be all right,’’ said Maloney. 

Courteously but firmly refusing to an- 
swer any of the charger against him, 
hichardson departed, saying that he was 
going to the office.of his attorney, 
Charles P. Johnson. 

The charges, formulated under the di- 
rection of Mayor Kreismann, cover nine 
typewritten pages. They allege falsi- 
fying of payrolls, wrongfully receiving 
money from the City Treasurer, ille- 
gally writing on the payrolls receipts 
of the names of personsevho did not re- 
ceive the money, diverting funds intend- 
ed for the Industrial School, and per- 
mitting a subordinate to use groceries 
and other supplies furnished for the 
school by the city. 

Lena Coen of 1521A North Union boule- 
vard, who was on the payroll of thé 
according to the 
charges, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that she reecived pay for only four 
months, one of which was spent in 


the Industrial School. 
“Tl signed. the payroll In February, 
August and October, 1910, and my sister 


| signed in September of that year for 


me,”’ she said. -‘I received $45 each 
month. The work during October was 
for Mrs. Richardson personally and was 
done at the residence, with the exception 
of a coat for her, which I made at my 
home in the evenings. I received $10 
for that.’’

THE REV. E.N. WHITE DEAD’ 





Graduated “ae Yale 


With Class of 1854. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The Rey. Er- 
skine Norman White, D. D., correspond- 
ing secretary to the Board of Church 
Erection of the Presbyterian Church, is 
dead here of a complication of diseases. 
He was 78 years old. 

Dr. White was a Yale graduate in the 
class of 1854. He served through the 
Civil War in the Twenty-second New 
York Regiment, returning to the pas- 
torate at the close or the conflict. His 
son, the Rev. Dr. Harley White, is sec- 
reiary to the Presbyterian Board 
Missions.

Passengers on all 
railroads west of the river (except the Burlington 
and M. K. & T.) fn and out of the city could see 
the building; also while riding on Grand ‘avenue 
or other north and south streets, or passing to 
and from the Country Club, or visiting the Museum 
of Fine Arts in Forest Park, the most beautiful 
natural park in the world—the same so connected 
with the proposed site that strangers would take 
it for granted that it was all for the capitol buiid- 
ing. The result would be not of local but State 
and national interest. 

We do not want to buy the capitol or wish the 
city to do 80; let the best. location and public 
sentiment of city and State prevail.

BOXING RULES. 
- NOT ENFORCED, 


Local Fightehs ave aye Unable to 
Get Even Break in Bouts 
Away. From Here. 


Billy Grupp, boxing instructor of the 
South Broadway Athletic Club, and one 
of the best fighters ever turned out of 
St. Louis, believes the Amateur Athletic 
Union should strictly enforce its rules 
in boxing matches throughout the eoun- 
try. 
Grupp claims that St. Louis «boxers 
adhere to the amateur laws, while*in 
other cities they are infringed upon. For 
that reason he states the local boys 
invariably fare second best when fight- 
ing away from St. Louis. - 
“The, St. Louis amateurs are talght 
to fight according, to the rules,’’ said 
Grupp ‘to the Post-Dispatch. “They 
break clean and do not fight fn the 
clinches. But that isn’t the case fn other 
cities. In Fr.aco, Louisville and other 
cities,.one would imagine he was wit- 
nessihg a professional bout to see some 
of the amateurs perform. 
* De Not Break Clean. 

“They hit’ in the clinches and do not 
break clean. -Then I Rave also “seen 
boxers counted out in amateur contests. 
That is strictly against the rulés, which 
say that -no fighter is to be counted 
out.

Charles W. Murphy, owner of the Chi- 
cago team, declared before the ineeting 
that he had many suggestions as to pos- 
sible changes in the rules, bait he ad- 
mitted that after all was said and. done, 
the meetings ofthe Rul@ Committee 
would be. merely perfunctory.
